VETERAN RECALLS 
MESSAGE SMUGGLED Hans Olson of Didsbury was a Meet 


AS PRISONER, 1917 


A recent press report concerning 

invisible ink methods used by 
German prisoners in Canadian 
Internment camps to smuggle out 
secret messages brought back 
memories of the last war to W. 
Proctor of Toronto. 
. Proctor was a member of the 
Royal Scots Greys and the First 
Royal Dragoons in the last war. 
In 1917 he was made prisoner by 
the Germans and interned at 
Hameln-on.Weser, During his in- 
ternment he wrote his wife, at that 
time Miss Girvin, his fiancee. Siill 
plainly visible at the top of the 
first page of an otherwise innoceut 
letter, which bears the approval 
of the German censor, is the cryp- 
tic message: “THINGS ARH 
ROTTEN HERE. WE HAVE 
NO FOOD’. Proctor had used 
milk as an invisible ink. Submitt- 
ed to heat by his fiancee the mess. 
age had been plainly revealed, 

This letter has been a prize 
possession of the Proctors ever 
since. He was prompted upon read 
ing reports of similar endeavors 
by present day prisoners, to send 
it along to Lieut-Colonel H. Steth- 
em, Assistant Director of Intern- 
ment Operations and Director of 
the Prisoners of War Information 
Bureau.

Immediate attention will be 
given at the opening of the spring 
road construction season to pro- 
jects which were unfinished last 
fall, according to information 
which officials of the Alberta Mot- 
or Association have received from 
the provincial government.

Work on the Jasper highway, 
west of Edmonton, is to be com- 
pleted as speedily as possible, 
while it is planned that there wil} 
be no major reconstruction after 
July 1 on this route, in view of the 
anticipated rush of motorists to 
take advantage of opening of the 
new Jasper-Lake Louise scenic 
highway. 

Surfacing the Red Deer-Cross- 
field section of No, I highway also 
is on this year’s program, while 
extension of work on the St, Pauli 
road also is planned. Other pro- 
jects are planned for Southern 
Alberta, 

In order to obtain federal funds 
of upwards of $2,000,000 to supple- 
ment the provincial government’s 
appropriations, the minister of 
public works, Hon, W. A. Fallow. 
is expected to confer with officials 
at Ottawa shortly. ;

workman themselves, Yet, to use 
the words of a plant official ‘‘S he 
acted like a lady.’’ Mounted on the 
test range, it plugged its bullets in- 
to the target as speedily and accur- 
ately as could be expected from the 
best product. 

Some idea of the enormous task 
that had been accomplished with 
firing of that first gun may be 
gained from the fact that 17.604 
fixtures, tools and gauges are used 
in conjunction with 600 machines in 
turning out-a Bren gun. - Because 
they had no counterpart in other 
lines of industry, a great proportion 

of these tools, gauges and other 
pieces of equipment had to be made 
in the plant itself. Kven in the 
steel many problems are presented, 
becanse each Bren gun contains 15 
different alloys which must be con- 
stantly examined and checked by 
expert metalluraists, 

The journey taken by the Bren 
gun from the moment it is so many 
lumps of shapeless steel until it is a

Turns Out Bren 
Guns 

Had you heen standing in the 
vicinity of a Toronto manufacturing 
plant afew weeks ago you might 
have heard a new and strange sound 
rising above the normal bustle of 
industrial activity. 

It was the staccato bark of a Bren 
meshine gun and the burst of firing 
was the sigual of a new Canadian 
accomplishment — an accomplish- 
ment that'msy take on more and 
more significance before the war is 
over. 

The machine gun that fired that 
first round was made in its entirety 
from raw- Canadian steel, tempered 
and treated by Canadian experts. 
fashioned into its intricate shy pe by 
the hande. of Canadian workmen. 
Today. and for many months to 
come, hundreds of Canadian broth- 
ers of this, the world’s most modern 
ond efficient light machine gun, 
will travel from the assembly line, 
They will fire their firat burts on the 
plant’s testing range and be handed 
over to the forces of Canada and the 
Motherland to play their part in 
wiuning the Allies’ eventual victory 

The story of how these complica. 
ted ‘weapons were taken from the 
draftiog boards of Europe and put 
inte Canadian production is one of 
the most interesting in the annals 
of Canadian industrial history. 

The vast majority of our Canad- 
ian workmen, it must be remember- 
ed, had never before worked on the 
production of machine ging or any 
other kind of light weapon for that 
matter, When the Canadian con- 
cern was given its contract, it was 
allowed two years in which to pre- 
pare itself for actual production of 
guns, because military authorities 
here aud in Eugland well realized 
the tremendous difficulties to be 
faced in setting up the necessary 
manufacturing facilities, However. 
thanks to the skill and versatility 
of the Canadian workmen and en- 
gineers, the gus went into produc- 
tion a full five months ahead of the 
alloted time 

The first gun to come oft the line 

was expected to contain many faults 
subsequently to be corrected by ad- 
justments to machines and increas- 
ed experienve on the part of the 


famous water. There is

deathly weapon of precision, takes 
in 2,846 separate and distinct op- 
erations. It starts this journey as 
101 pounds of steel and completes 
it as 21 pounds of machine gun, 
trimmed down in some instances to 
accuracies of 4-1,000 of an inch. 
Such precision reaches its highest 
degree in the standards room of the 
plant, where there are measuring 
devices capable of reistering up to 
ten one-millionths of an inch,™ 
This room is kept at a constant 
temperature of 68 degrees F. to 
prevent even the slight expansion 
and coniration of steel due to 
changing temperatures. The gun 
itself is designed as a successor to 
the Lewis light machinegun. Ii 
is primarily aninfantry weapon. 
It is the standard light machine 
gun of the British Kmpire. The 
name “Bren” is a contraction of 
“Brunn” Czecho-Sluvakia, where 
the gun was first developed, and 
*Entield” in England, where it wae 
refined and perfected for use in the 
British forces. It fires one mag- 
azine clip of 30 rounds in 4 seconde 
and a well-traingéd crew of two 
soldiers can fire 210 of its .303 cal- 
ibre cartridges iu one minute, in- 
cluding the time necessary to 
change clips. Nothing moves on 
the outside of the gun and all prin- 
cipal parts are interlocked, thus 
doing away with nuts and bolts so 
far as possible. . In its initial order
